$'J® resignation of the 85-year-old 
"resident and his running mate. 
Vice President Lee Ki-poong. 


A crowd of a few hundred stu- 


dents tried to break into the vice 
president-elect's home, and gun- 
fire broke out. Apparently the 
shots were blanks, fired either by 
the soldiers enforcing martial law 
or the police. 


Several persons were injured in 


Mils clash. A report that three 
f' monstrations had been killed 


is distributed by the Hapclong 


agency, but it was withdrawn 
later. Hapclong said the informa- 
tion was not borne out. 


Seoul was placed under second- 


degree 
"security martial

during the day, but full martial 
law was reinstated tonight. 


Soldiers with gas masks and

BILOXI, Miss, (AP.) - Racial 


violence over attempts by Negroes 
to swim at segregated beaches 
Sunday resulted in gunfire that 
wounded 10 persons. Fottr others 
were injured in beachfront fight- 
ing. 


The first injured were four Ne- 


groes who went swimming in the 
Gulf of Mexico off the all-white 
beach in this resort city of 45,000. 
By midnight both whites and No- 
goes had been wounded in scat- 
tered clashes.

erupted suddenly on this 28-mile 
sun on a lazy Sunday afternoon, 
man-made beach under a warm 
Three bloody chapter's followed in 
confused sequence. 


First, about 50 Negro men, wom- 


en and .children gathered across 
the highway from a white hotel 
on the sand. Some stepped Into 
t'hc Gulf of Mcfcico, the signal for 
a group of whites to show up. 
Fighting broke out. Whites chased 
Negroos off the beach. 


Next, four Negro men and about 


25 women and children gathered 
on the beach in front of the New 
Biloxi Hospital about a mile away 
from the first fight. A white group 
broke up the crowd When some of 
the Negroes stepped into the Gulf 


There .was no official version of 


the fighting, but the four Negroes 
injured in this melee said their 
attackers hit them with chains, 
blackjacks and sticks.
